government in replying to the Ameri- 
can demand for an explanation of its 
purposes, private advices Irom Mexico 
City indicated a defiant answer was 
being prepared there. 


The state department has had no 


direct intormation as to when the Mex- 
ican response will be sent or how it 
would be transmitted. Secretary Lan- 
sing called this fact to the attention 
of Bliseo Arredomlo, Mexican ambas- 
sador designate, and indicated he did 
not understand the delay in view of 
the assertion in the American note 
of last Sunday that an carry answer 
was expected. Mr. Arredondo, who had 
called to announce formally the re- 
lease of the Carrizal prisoners, said 
he had not heard from his government 
on the subject. 


Although Special Agent Rodgers, at 


Mexico City, was informed two days 
ago that ho might expect to receive 
the Mexican note that day, he has not 
mentioned it in later despatches. Some 
officials believed it possible the com- 
munication would come through Arre- 
dondo, and that its actual delivery 
wouild be conditioned on the situation 
at the time he received it. Efforts at 
mediation, mvored by Carranza offi- 
cials, led to the belief the reply would 
he withheld at the last moment if 
there seemed any chance that 
the 


Washington government would listen 
to such proposals. 


Private messages, sent by persons 


in a position to speak with some au- 
thority as to General Carranza's atti- 
tude expressed the conviction that a 
break between the two governments 
was unavoidable. There appeared to 
bo complete agreement among mem- 
bers of the Mexican cabinet, it was 
indicated, that ciders to General Tre- 
vino to attack troops moving in any 
direction except toward the border be 
reaffirmed. 
Some 
de 
facto officials 


wished to go farther and couple with 
this passage in the Mexican reply a 
defiant demand that American troops 
be withdrawn immediately from Mexi- 
can soil. 


The unconciliatory character of a 


memorandum 
published 
in Mexico 


City, specifically denying all the alle- 
gations of the previous American note 
in answer to Carranza's demand for 
withdrawal of the troops, appeared to 
bear out this forecast. Intimations 
have reached officials, however, that 
the defac-to 
government 
may 
give 


strong assurances in its note that bor- 
der raids will be prevented 
by

strong patrol of Mexican troops, if the 
United States will withdraw its forces. 
It was said at the Mexican embassy 
that 50,000 Carranza troops now are 
available for border patrol duty. 


Another communication was sent to 


the state department by Arreclomlo, 
protesting against the shooting of a 
Mexican customs inspector by Ameri- 
can soildiers stationed at Ysleta, Texas, 
as reported by Mexican Consul Garcia, 
at El Paso. According to Garcia, the

Secretary Lan­ 
sing called this fact to the attention 
of Eliseo Arredondo, Mexican ambas- 
sador designate, and indicated he did 
not understand the delay in view of 
tho assertion in the American noto 
of last Sunday that an early answer 
was expected. Mr. Arredondo, who had 
called to announce formally the re­ 
lease of the Carrizal prisoners, said 
he had not heard from his government 
on the subject. 
Although Special Agent Rodgers, at 
Mexico City, was informed two days 
ago that he might expect to receive 
the Mexican note that day, he has not 
mentioned it in later despatches. Some 
ofllcials believed it possible tlie com­ 
munication would come through Arre­ 
dondo, and that its actual delivery 
wouild be conditioned on the situation 
at the time he received it. Efforts at 
mediation, favored by Carranza offi­ 
cials, led to the belief the reply w^ould 
bo withheld at the last moment ii

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20 minutes. 
Have ready slices of 
toast and lay the stalks on the toast, 
heads all in one direction. Pour melt­ 
ed butter over and serv^ at once. 
Drawn butter may be used instead of 
irelted butter if desired. 


Drawn Butter Sauce. 
Measure a third of a cupfur of but­ 
ter, two tablespponfuls of flour, salt 
and pepper to taste and one cupful 
of v/ater. 
Blend half the butter and 
all flour together, then add the cup­ 
ful of boiling water, cook ten minutes 
with the seasoning. 
When ready to 
serve add th e^ est of the butter in 
small bits until all is used. This last 
point is important.

The texi of the American note to 
Austria-Hungary regarding the sink­

the liner as “inhumane/' “barbarous"

No attempt U made to conceal tho

tions between the two countries may 
be severed. Tho note follows:

$100,000,000 a year, the railroads propose that this wage problem be settled by 
reference to an impartial Federal tribunal. 


With these employes, whose efficient service is acknowledged, the railroads 


have no differences rt?at could not be considered fairly and decided justly by such 
a public body. 


Railroads Urge Public Inquiry and Arbitration 
The formal proposal of the railroads to the employes for the settlement of 


the controversy is as follows: 


"Our conference! hive demonstrated that we . annot harmonize our differences ol opinion and that eventually the 
matters in controversy must be passed upon by other and disinterested agencies. 1 berefore. we propose that your 
proposals and the proposition of the railways be disposed of by one or the other of the following methods: 
1 Preferably by submission to the Interstate Commerce Commission, the only tribunal which, by reason of its 
accumulated information bearing on railway conditions and its control of the revenue of the railways, is in a posi- 
fbnTo consider and protect the right, and equities of all the interest, affected and to provide add.tional.revenue 
necessary to meet the added cost of operation in case your proposals are found by the Commission to be just and 
"e"onable7oTin the event the Interstate C.ommerce Commi«ion cannot, under existing laws, act m the {.remises

Leaders Refuse Offer and Take Strike Vote

or Federal review, and the employes are now voting on the question whether 
authority shall be given these leaders to declare a nation-wide strike.

A Question For the Public to Decide 


The railroads feel that they have no right to grant a wage preferment of 


$100 000 000 a year to these employes, now highly paid and constituting only 
one-fifth of all the employes, without a clear mandate from a public tribunal that 
shall determine the merits of the case after a review of all the facts. 


The single issue before the country is whether this controversy is to be settled by an 


impartial Government inquiry or by industrial warfare.

Fricourt, three miles east of Albert, 
has been stormed and captured, while 
tlie Germans in the vicinity of Fricourt 
iiave been driven from strong posi 
lions. 
Tho total of prisoners continues ta 
grow, Paris reports, and more than 
9500 unwounded Germans have been 
bagged during the two days* battle. 
The Berlin ofllciatl statement admits 
the advance of the Anglo-French offen­ 
sive to the north and south of the Som­ 
me and says the allied forces were suc­ 
cessful in penetrating the German first 
line trenches at several points. 
The

trenches, the Berlin statement added, 
liad to be withdrawn to other prepared 
positions. 
From Gommecourt to La Boiselle,

$100,000,000 a year, the railroads propose that this wage problem be settled by 
reference to an impartial Federal tribunal. 
With these employes, whose efBcient-service is acknowledged, the railroads 
have no differences tbat could not be considered fairly and decided justly by such 
a public body. 
Railroads Urge Public Inquiry and Arbitration 
The formal proposal of the railroads to'the employes for the settlement of 
the controversy is as follows: 


“ Our confcrcncei htve demonstrated that we < tnnot harmonire our dîffercncei of opinion and that eventually tht 
matters in controversy must be passed upon by other and disinterested agencies. 
Therefore, we propose that your 
proposals and the proposition of the railways be disposed of by one or the other of the following methods:

Out of every dollar received by the railroads from 
the public nearly one-half is paid directly to the em­ 


ployes as wages; and the money to pay increased wa«Tcs 
can come from no other source than the rates paid 
by the public. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission, with its con*' 
trol over rates, is in a position to make a complete 
investigation and render such decision as would pro­ 
tect the interests of the tailroad employes, the ownera 
of the railroads, and the public. 
A Question For the Public to Decide 
The railroads feel that they have no right to grant a wage preferment of 
$100,000,000 a year to these employes, now highly paid and constituting only 
one-fifth of all tne employes, without a clear mandate from a public tribunal that 
shall determine the merits of the case after a review of all the facts. 
The single issue before the country is whether this controversy is to be settled by an 
impartial Government inquiry or by industrial warfare.
